1. By pledging that the next 


fiscal year's deficit can be cut 


fi to half of this year's estimated 


red ink—$10 billion—the Presi- 
dent apparently has increasec 
chances of getting a tax cut out 
of the Senate reasonably soon. 
Businessmen would welcome a 
tax cut, not only for their own 
sake but because they think it 
would increase their business. 


2. By financing new or ex- 


panded welfare projects largely 
through cuts in existing or 


«• planned defense spending, the

many businessmen have been 
wondering about. That's when 
the economy will be asked to 
adjust to a drop in defense 
spending, which has been in- 
creasing fairly steadily for the 
last 10 years.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


new chairman of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission took a 
long look at the nation's rail- 
road industry today and de- 
clared the patient healthy and 
sound. 


"They'll never be obsolete- 


no, sir," declared Abe.McGreg- 
or Goff, 64, Idaho Republican 
who assumed the chair of 'the 
11-man commission Jan. 1. 


"The railroads have had a 


tremendous increase in long- 
haul, traffic," Goff said in an 
interview. "I won't make any 
specific predictions about the 
future, but all of our railroads 
are in much healthier shape 
than they were last year at this 
time." 


Why, then, if the industry is 


so healthy, have so many merg- 
rs been consummated or pro- 
posed? 


"Why, 
that's simple," Goff 


said. "Seventy-five years ago, 
when all the railroads were laid 
out, they didn't lay them out in 
a pattern designed for modern 
conditions. They had no way of 
wowing what this country would 
look like today. So now there 
have to be some adjustments 
made."

"Well, in the first place, I 


have discouraged anybody that 
I know of who is attempting to 
create clubs or anything of that 
sort. As you know, I have no 
political speaking engagements 
at all except for Jan. 29 at In- 
dianapolis when many of the 
leaders of the party are speak-

MOLs will consist of a modified 
version of the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administra- 
tion's two-man Gemini capsule 
attached to a huge canister 25 
feet long and 10 feet in di- 
ameter. 


The Titan 3, now under devel- 


opment, will be the booster rock- 
et. During the launching phase, 
the two-to-four-man astronaut 
teams will ride in the Gemini 
vehicle. Once orbit is achieved, 
they will transfer to the pres- 
surized canister, where they 
will remove their space suits 
and operate in a shirt-sleeve en- 
vironment. 


After three or four weeks 


aloft, the astronauts will don 
space suits, slip back into the 
Gemini capsule and return to 
earth, leaving the canister in 
orbit. 


In announcing the MOL deci- 


sion on Dec. 10, Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara 
said the first manned flight of 
the complete vehicle is expect- 
ed late in 1967 or early 1968 aft- 
er a number of unmanned 
launchings have qualified the 
equipment. 


McNamara stressed the proj- 


ect is "an insurance program" 
to prepare the United States to 
launch manned space warships 
if the need should arise.

Montgomery' teaches an unu- 


sual course in history. His only 
textbook is the Bible. 


For 19 years, juniors and se- 


niors at Paducah Tilghman 
High have studied the Bible as 
historical literature. 


The Paducah Association of 


Churches foots the bill — $40 a 
year per student. The course is 
elective but can count among 
the 18 credits required for grad- 
uation. 


It became part of the curricu- 


lum long before there was any 
Supreme Court ruling against 
required Bible reading or devo- 
tionals in public schools or gov- 
erning the release of students 
during 
school hours to be 


trained in religious faith. 


"It's something that kind of 


grew up traditionally," said Dr. 
N e w m a n Walker, Paducah 
school superintendent. 


Montgomery is an ordained 
minister. He teaches the classes 
daily at an off-campus site. The 


Old Testament one semester;

Enrollment is open to all pu- 


pils but is limited to 145—about 
one-fifth of the upper classmen.

an accusing finger at cigarettes 
as a health hazard. 


Unlike a .1959 .report which 


dealt only with smoking and 
lung cancer, the .new report 
prepared by a special -commit- 
tee of 10 nongovernment scien- 
tists will deal with all the ef- 
fects of smoking on human 
health—on .the lungs, heart, and 
circulatory system. 


The conclusions will be based 


on scientific findings which in 
the .main have been publicized 
previously.

Terry will hold a news confer- 
ence to state the Public Health 
Service's position on the report, 
in the works 14 months.

New Agency 
Offered to 
End Poverty 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A farm 


leader urged today that a new 
federal agency be created with 
broad lending powers to spear- 
head a drive to end poverty in 
rural America. 


Clyde T. Ellis, general mana- 


ger of the National Rural Elec- 
tric Cooperative Associ a t i o n, 
and a former Arkansan, prop- 
posed such an agency in a talk 
prepared for the northeast re- 
sources development meeting. 


The agency would be called 


the Rural Cooperatives Admin- 
istration and would be located 
in the Agriculture Department. 
It would have authority and 
funds to make loans for promp- 
toin of job-making activities in 
rural areas. 


"It often happens that many 


activities which are not consid- 
ered sufficiently profitable for 
established concerns to under- 
take -must be performed on ;a 
non-profit basis either by the 
government or by the people 
themselves 
through 
coopera- 


tives," he said. 


He said the problems of rural 


poverty had been largely over- 
looked in the past as the coun- 
try concentrated on programs 
to eliminate city slums and oth- 
er poverty conditions in urban
